Do you remember the 
thrill of purchasing your 
first cross-stitch project? 
My first cross-stitch project 
was a small, simple kit. It 
was complete with needle, 
cotton floss, fabric and 
chart. | was so excited 
that | could hardly wait to 
get home to begin stitching, 

After opening it, | 
discovered several different 
shades of peach, yellow, 
green and blue, They 
were all very pretty colors. 
As | began stitching, | 
realized that using the 
couch back or chair arm 
was not a sufficient way of 
organizing my floss. So, a 
trip to the local needlecraft 
shop warranted a prized 
floss caddy which 
contained cardboard 
bobbins. | diligently wound 
and labeled each shade 
on its very own bobbin 
and arranged them by 
color family. 

As with any stitchaholic, 
| have accumulated hun- 
dreds of patterns over the 
years, as well as skeins 
and skeins of floss. Most 
projects | arn currently 
working on, such as Mike 
Vickery’s Classic Flowers, 
require over 25 floss 
colors wound on 
cardboard or plastic 
bobbins. They are 
identified by brand name

and tiled by color number 
in a plastic floss caddy, 
while the stitched piece is 
stored temporarily in a zip- 
close bag. 

There are several floss 
organizers available. 
Palettes, for example, are 
a splendid way of keeping 
floss, Made in flat forms 
(ovals, rectangles or 
butterflies) of plastic, card 
stock or wood, palettes 
have a series of holes 
near the edges. By placing 
cut langths of floss 
through the hole and 
attaching with a lark's 
head knot, floss can be 
arranged by color and is 
easily accessible. 

Plastic zip-close 
storage bags are another 
option, These bags aro 
specially sized for storing 
individual skeins or bob- 
bins of embroidery floss, 
With a convenient hole In 
the corner, these bags can 
be placed on an individual 
ring, or In a floss binder. 
They also have an area for 
identifying the brand, 
number, color and size of 
the floss inside. 

For organizing your 
complete needlework 
project (floss, pattern and 
fabric), a project pack is 
ideal. These fabric totes 
come in a variety of sizes 


and have a zippered or 
Velcro” closure. Most 
project packs have an 
interior pocket for holding 
hoops or Q-Snaps and 
instruction booklets.

The art of stitching is a \ ly 
lifelong odyssey with I; 


wonderful, soft baby afghan. 
This afghan had lively clowns 
and balloons adorning it and 
was stitched in brilliant eye- 
catching colors. It was known 
as the "Gammie Wois 
bankie,” and became a 
childhood friend and was 
loved in a very robust way. 
Although it was much missed 
when laundered, it’s a good 
thing this special afghan was 
made to last. {t spent 
several lazy days as a 


picnic cloth, was a hideaway 
fort once or twice and even 
did a tour of duty ina 
hospital recovery room 
following a tonsillectomy. 
Tobyhanna Is now 11 years 
old, and we have safely 
tucked away the afghan for 
future generations. In this 
way, Lois’ gift will be remem- 
bered for a very long time. 

if you've never stitched an 
afghan before, there are a 
few things you should know 
to make it a more rewarding 
experience for you. 

Remember, with afghans, 
bigger is better! Measure 
your favorite afghan, fringe 
and all, to make sure you 
purchase your fabric big 
enough. 

Afghan fabric is a loosely 
woven fabric, which may 
ravel easily. Use masking 
tape to keep the edges from 
raveling. Press the masking 
tape over the edge of the 
fabric, binding the fabric 
threads together. To make 
sure, just add another inch to 
each measurement of the 
fabric. This will allow you to 
trim off the sticky edge before 
you finish the afghan. 

If the design calls for six 
Strands of floss, cut your 
floss twice as long as normal 
and use the loop method to 


bunnies of 


anchor your first stitch. This 
provides an extremely secure 
way to begin your stitch and 
will make the afghan more 
lasting and durable 

When stitching on such an 
open fabric, it's especially 
important to remember not to 
travel too far between 
stitches. The extra lengths of 
floss on the back of the 
finished piece may show 
through prominently. 

End your thread by 
winding up a column of 
stitches on the back of the 
piece. When working on an 
afghan, | usually double the 
length of floss | would 
normally secure for framed 
pieces, since | need to 
make sure it can be safely 
laundered. This makes 
the cleaning time seem 
less anxious. 

Finishing the afghan can 
be a way to individualize it. 
Fringing versus binding are 
the usual choices. I’m not an 
advocate of either method; 

I think it really depends on 
the person who will use the 
afghan. | wouldn’t want to 
give an elaborately fringed 
item to a child, for example. 

Creating an afghan may 
seem like a long-term 
process, but the results will 
be worth it!

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Choosing and Preparing Fabric_..____- 


Most counted cross-stitch projects are worked on evenweave fabrics made especially 


for counted thread embroidery. These fabrics have vertical and horizontal threads of 


uniform thickness and spacing. Aida cloth is a favorite of beginning stitchers because its 


weave forms distinctive squares in the fabric, which makes placing stitches easy. To 
determine a fabric’s thread count, count the number of threads per inch of fabric. 

To determine the dimensions of a stitched design on any fabric, use this formula: 
number of stitches across design area + number of threads per inch of fabric = size of 
fabric in inches. 
Add at least 3" to all outside edges of design area measurements, or cut fabric to 


measurements listed in the materials section. For example, if your design area is 6" x 8", 


fabric should be cut at least 12” x 14", 


Working From Graphs 


Mounting Design 


Graphs or charts are made up of colors and symbols to tell you the exact color, type 

and placement of each stitch. Each square represents the area for one complete Cross- 
Stitch, Next to each graph, there is a key with information about stitches and floss colors 
represented by the graph’s colors and symbols. 


Cut cardboard or foam core board to desired size. Center stitched design on top of 
cardboard or foam core board with right side facing out. Trim design edges to 11" larger 
than cardboard or foam core board; fold edges back and secure.
